7/ FAM 1380 PASSPORT PREPARATION

(TL:CON-44; 10-15-87)

7/ FAM 1381 ALIGNMENT OF ENTRIES

Consistent alignment of entries is especially important in this era of automated systems
and machine-readable documents. Align entries both vertically and horizontally.

7FAM 1381.1 Vertical Alignment

Align vertically the entries grouped below:
(1) Name of bearer; sex; and birth date.

(2) Issue date; and expiration date.

7FAM 1381.2 Horizontal Alignment

Align horizontally the entries grouped below:
(1) Sex and birthplace.
(2) Birth date, and issue date.

(3) Nationality and expiration date.

7FAM 1381.3 Long Entries

Do not extend entries in passport outside the spaces provided in the passport format.

7 FAM 1382 NAME TRANSCRIPTION
7 FAM 1382.1 Bearer'sName

Transcribe the applicant’s name in the passport from the first line of the application in
the following order: GIVEN NAME, MIDDLE NAME, SURNAME, for example, JOHN
ALOYSIUS SMITH, MARY HOXIE SMITH. Transcribe Chinese names in passports in the
order used by the applicant.

7FAM 1382.1 Titlesand Foreign Ranks

Do not enter titles and foreign ranks in a passport; for example, JOHN ROBERT
POWELL, not DOCTOR JOHN ROBERT POWELL.

7 FAM 1382.3 Names Changed by L egal Action

Transcribe in the passport only the name acquired by legal action.

7 FAM 1382.4 Religious Names



a. Religious names may be transcribed in passports together with the civil name of the
applicant when both names are set forth in the application; for example, MARY JANE
SMITH K-A SISTER MARIE THERESE. Do not include religious orders or initials as a part
of a religious name; for example, JOHN JONES, not JOHN JONES, S.J.

b. If the applicant’s civil name only, preceded by a religious title, (“SISTER MARY
JONES”) appears on line 1 of the passport application, only the civil name should be typed
in the passport. If line 1 of the application shows the civil and religious names or the
religious names only, the passport shall be written in both the civil and religious names.
Examples: If line 1 of the application shows “SISTER MARY EILEEN DONOHUE", write
MARY EILEEN DONOHUE; if line 1 shows “SISTER MARY EILEEN,” write as MARY
EILEEN DONOHUE K-A SISTER MARY EILEEN; if line 1 shows “MARY EILEEN
DONOHUE K-A SISTER MARY EILEEN,” write as shown. Where the applicant has
assumed a completely different religious name, the passport shall be written in both the
civil and religious names, (for example, SARA MACK JONES K-A SISTER MARY
THERESA).

7 FAM 1382.5 Professional or Assumed Names

Only the professional name, or name assumed by the applicant, should be written in
the passport if the professional or assumed name appears on line 1 of the passport
application and the applicant submits appropriate evidence. If the applicant’s legal name
and professional name or assumed name are both set forth on line 1 of the application,
and such professional or assumed name is supported by evidence, the name which the
applicant desires to use should be written, for example, ALEXANDER GOLDMAN K-A AL
GOLD.

7 FAM 1382.6 Abbreviated Names

Generally do not abbreviate names in passports; for example, do not write WILLIAM as
“WM.” However, designations such as “JR.”, “2nd,” “3rd,” and “4th,” and that appear as a
part of a name, may be abbreviated.

NOTE: The type of equipment used in entering names in passports determines the kind of
numeral used (Arabic or Roman). Passport agencies using the TDIS system must print
Roman numerals on the name line rather than Arabic due to computer requirements.
Foreign Service posts which have the old flexiwriters or typewriters must use Arabic
numerals because the broken line symbols “I” and “L” do not resemble Roman numerals.
In specific cases posts may direct questions about the use of humerals to CA/OCS/CCS.

7 FAM 1382.7 Other Names

See sections 7 FAM 1325 through 7 FAM 1327 for additional information on names
written in passports, particularly for married or widowed women using maiden names and
for persons with names of Spanish or Chinese origin.

7/ FAM 1383 PLACE OF BIRTH
TRANSCRIPTION

7 FAM 1383.1 Transcription and Entry in Passports

a. As a general rule, enter the country of the applicant’s birth in the passport. This
applies whether the person was born in or outside the United States. See the following
sections for more specific information.



b. A birthplace transcription guide covering the United States and other countries and
territories is included as 7 FAM 1883 Exhibit 1883.1 . Follow the transcription guide when
entering the place of birth in the passport.

NOTE: In machine readable passports certain birthplaces may be transcribed in different,
although standardized, formats, because the birthplace field is limited to 24 characters.

7 FAM 1383.2 PersonsBorn in the United States

a. For persons born in the United States, the unabbreviated name of the State,
followed by the initials “U.S.A.,” is written in the passport. The entry “DISTRICT OF
COLUMBIA, U.S.A.” is used instead of “Washington, D.C.” The passport application should
show the exact locality of birth, that is, the city or county, and State. (See 7 FAM 1883
Exhibit 1883.1 , Part I.)

b. For persons born in the U.S. territories and outlying areas, enter in the passport the
name of the territory or possession as the place of birth. The designation “U.S.A.” is
written only after Puerto Rico, Guam, and the Northern Mariana Islands. (See 7 FAM 1883
Exhibit 1883.1 , Part I1.).

7 FAM 1383.3 Naturalized Persons Whose Country of
Birth Agrees With Former Nationality

When the country of birth shown on the application agrees with the former nationality
shown on the naturalization certificate (or country of birth shown on other citizenship
documents), and it is an acceptable place of birth listed in the birthplace transcription guide
(see 7 FAM 1383 Exhibit 1383.1 ), then enter in the passport the country of birth as shown
on the application. In such situations, the consular officer need not question whether the
country of birth listed on the application and citizenship documents has present sovereignty
over the actual place of birth.

7 FAM 1383.4 Naturalized Persons Whose Country of
Birth Differsfrom Former Nationality

a. When the country of birth shown on the application differs from the former
nationality, the country of birth shown on the application ordinarily may be written in the
passport if it is an acceptable place of birth listed in the guide (see 7 FAM 1383 Exhibit
1383.1).

b. However, if there is a question as to what country has present sovereignty over the
actual area of birth, the consular officer should verify the country having present
sovereignty and change the application, if necessary. A frequent example requiring
verification occurs when an applicant was born in a part of a country (for example, Danzig,
Germany) which was later legally annexed by another country (Poland), and renamed
(Gdansk). The application would show birthplace as Germany; the naturalization certificate
would show nationality as Polish.

7 FAM 1383.5 Persons Whose Country IsIncorporated
Into Another Country

7FAM 1383.5-1 Country Not Recognized



Enter in the passport the name of any independent country whose incorporation into
another nation is not recognized by the United States (for example, Estonia, Latvia, and
Lithuania) as the country of birth, if shown on the application. (See also section 7 FAM
1383.6 .)

7 FAM 1383.5-2 Disputed Territory

Where the birthplace of the applicant is located in territory disputed by another country,
the city or area of birth may be written in the passport (for example, Danzig, or Gdansk,
East Prussia, or Bessarabia), if shown on the application and if included for use on the
birthplace transcription guide.

7FAM 1383.5-3 U.S.SR., Russia, Byelorussia, Ukraine

If applicants were born in the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, Russia, Byelorussia,
or the Ukraine, regardless of the date of birth, the birthplace should be written as either
U.S.S.R., Russia, Byelorussia, or Ukraine, whichever is stated on the application.



7 FAM 1383.54 Palestine

Applicants who were born in the area formerly known as Palestine and who give their
birthplace as Palestine in their application have occasionally vehemently protested the
policy of showing Israel, Jerusalem, or Jordan on the passport as their place of birth. In
such instances the general policy of showing the birthplace as the country having present
sovereignty must be explained to the applicant. Consular officers may make exceptions to
show Palestine as the birthplace in individual cases upon consideration of all the
circumstances, provided the applicant was born before 1948. If the applicant was born in
1948 or thereafter, the city or town of birth may be listed if the applicant objects to showing
the country having present sovereignty. (See section 7 FAM 1383.6 .) For information on
that part of Palestine now known as the West Bank, see sections 7 FAM 1383.55 and 7
FAM 1383.5-6 .

7 FAM 1383.55 Israel-Occupied Areas

As a result of prior conflicts and the so-called “June 1967 war,” the Government of
Israel currently occupies and administers the Golan Heights, the West Bank, and the Gaza
Strip. U.S. policy holds that the Golan Heights is Syrian territory, and that the West Bank
and Gaza Strip are territories whose final status must be determined by negotiations.
Generally, the policy is to write the name of the country which retains sovereignty as the
place of birth. If the applicant objects, enter the area or city name as listed in this section.
Make clear to the applicant, however, that a foreign official who examines the passport and
is unfamiliar with (or objects to) the area name may question its appearance in the
passport and possibly deny entry to the bearer.

Area Name Country Name

Golan Heights SYRIA

West Bank, Jordan WEST BANK

Gaza Strip GAZA STRIP (preferred)
Sinai EGYPT

NOTE: Do not enter ISRAEL in U.S. passports as the place of birth for applicants born
in the occupied territories.

NOTE: The GAZA STRIP area was last part of a sovereign nation when part of
Palestine. Therefore, PALESTINE is the alternate acceptable entry provided the applicant
was born before 1948.

NOTE: Those persons born before May, 1948 in the area known as the West Bank
may prefer to have PALESTINE listed as an alternate entry. Those born in 1948 or later
may prefer to have their city of birth as an alternate entry. Persons born in the West Bank
in 1948 or later may not have Palestine transcribed as an alternate entry.



7 FAM 1383.5-6 Jerusalem

For applicants born before May 14, 1948 in a place that was within the municipal
borders of Jerusalem, enter JERUSALEM as their place of birth. For persons born before
May 14, 1948 in a location that was outside Jerusalem’s municipal limits and later was
annexed by the city, enter either PALESTINE or the name of the location (area/city) as it
was known prior to annexation. For persons born after May 14, 1948 in a location that was
outside Jerusalem’s municipal limits and later was annexed by the city, it is acceptable to
enter the name of the location (area/city) as it was known prior to annexation (see
subsections 7 FAM 1383.5-4 and 7 FAM 1383.5-5).

7 FAM 1383.5-7 Birth in the Former Canal Zone

For persons born on or after October 1, 1979, enter the place of birth in the passport
as PANAMA. For persons born prior to October 1, 1979, show PANAMA as the place of
birth; however, if the applicant objects, enter CANAL ZONE as the place of birth. When the
applicant objects to the use of either Panama or Canal Zone as the place of birth
designation in the passport, enter the city or town of birth (for instance, GATUN, not Canal
Zone or Panama).

7 FAM 1383.5-8 Birth at Seaor in the Air

When birth or citizenship documents indicate that birth occurred in the air or at sea,
and no country is considered to have sovereignty over the area of birth, enter “At Sea” or
“In the Air” in the passport as the place of birth.

7 FAM 1383.6 City of Birth Listing

a. U.S. citizens born abroad are permitted the option of entering the name of the city
or town, rather than the country, of their birth when there are objections © the country
listing shown on the birthplace guide. The name of the city or town of birth designated will
be the name at the date of the applicant’s birth, or the current name. Refer requests for
verification of the proper city name to be listed to the appropriate geographic branch of
CA/OCS/CCs.

b. Advise applicants who prefer the city or town designation of difficulties which they
may encounter in traveling to, or obtaining visas for entry into, certain foreign countries. If
an applicant must subsequently be issued a replacement passport listing the country of
birth designation, the applicant will incur the expense of the replacement passport.
Consular officers may give the applicant a copy of the Department’s M-397 bulletin, Notice
to United States Citizens Born Abroad Regarding Places of Birth To Be Written in
Passports, available from CA/EX/AG (see 7 FAM 1383 Exhibit 1383.6 ).

7/ FAM 1384 DATES AND ISSUANCE DATA IN
PASSPORTS

7 FAM 1384.1 Transcription of Dates

Dates are transcribed in passports in the following order: Name of month, date of
month, year; for example, “July 29, 1967.” Do not use a numerical form for the month.
Standard abbreviations, however, may be used except for the months March, April, May,
June, and July.



7FAM 1384.2 Validity of Passports

a. Regular service passports issued to persons 18 years of age or older are valid for
10 years unless otherwise limited. Passports issued to persons under 18 years of age are
valid for 5 years unless otherwise limited.

b. Until 1983 passports were valid for only 5 years unless otherwise limited. Passports
issued before 1983 remain valid for only 5 years. When they expire the bearer can be
issued a new passport for the current appropriate period of validity, as described in the
preceding paragraph.

c. Official, diplomatic, and regular no-fee passports remain valid for 5 years only
unless otherwise limited. Occasionally the length of a person’s assignment abroad may
necessitate a validity period of less than 5 years.

7 FAM 1384.3 Title of Issuing Officer

The officer actually issuing the passport is to sign the passport with no reference to
delegated authority; for example, John H. Jones, Consul of the United States of America.
Enter the title of the officer signing the passport by rubber stamp in the space provided on
the last line of page 4 of the passport. Do not use the passport-writing machine for this
purpose. All posts are to follow this procedure, including those where authority to issue
passports is delegated by the authorized issuing officer to another officer.

7 FAM 1384.4 Name and L ocation of Issuing Office

Enter the name of the issuing office on the first line of the space provided for entries on
page 4 of the passport. Use a rubber stamp having all capital letters. The words “of the
United States of America” are part of the name; for example, EMBASSY OF THE UNITED
STATES OF AMERICA. The location of the issuing office, by city and country, is similarly
shown on the next line; for example, BUENOS AIRES, ARGENTINA.



7/ FAM 1385 FEE NOTATION CONCERNING
PASSPORT ISSUANCES

7 FAM 1385.1 Fee Collection Notation Not Required in
Passport

The legal requirement that receipts be issued at Foreign Service posts for all fees
collected is satisfied by the delivery to the applicant of copy 1 of the prenumbered cash
receipt (form OF-233, Consular Cash Receipt and Record of Fees, formerly numbered FS-
543). Notations concerning fees paid are not placed in passports at posts which have
installed the revised system for control and accountability for consular fees, involving the
use of OF-233. Collection of the application execution and passport issuance fees must be
shown on the application forms.

7 FAM 1385.2 No-Fee Notation in Regular Passports

a. In oder to assist in the identification of no-fee regular passports which may be
presented at Foreign Service posts, the Department now places a rubber-stamp notation,
“No Fee,” in passports issued without fee.

b. Posts indicate the issuance of passports without fee by rubber-stamp notation at
the lower right of page 1 of the passport.

7/ FAM 1386 AFFIXING PHOTOGRAPHSTO
PASSPORTS

7FAM 1386.1 Glue Used

Attach photographs to passports with a glue requisitioned from GSA (National Stock
Number 8040-00-754-2483). Apply a thin coating to avoid seepage beyond the edges of
the photograph. Do not use staples or other fasteners.

7 FAM 1386.2 Useof Electric Iron

a. Briefly place an electric iron directly over the photograph and passport page to
which it is being affixed long enough to provide a secure bond. Adjust the temperature
setting to a degree of heat which will dry the glue gradually without scorching the
photograph or passport. When the photograph has been affixed, examine it to ensure that
all edges and cormers have adhered securely to the passport page.

b. A square of aluminum foil may be used as a shield over the photograph during the
gluing process. The use of such a shield prevents excess glue from sticking to the iron,
avoids the discoloring of certain photographs, and permits a higher temperature setting of
the iron.

7 FAM 1386.3 Photograph Placement

Affix the photograph of the applicant on page 3 of the passport in the space indicated
by the caption “PHOTOGRAPH.” Position the photograph in the space provided on the
page so as to permit the photograph legend machine stamp to be properly impressed.



7FAM 1386.4 Legend to be Used on Photographs
7 FAM 1386.4-1 Placement of Legend Impression

Impress the photograph legend machine stamp partly on the right side of the
applicant's photograph and partly on page 3 of the passport in such manner as not to
obscure the features of the applicant or to overlap the impression seal of the office.
Whenever possible impress one-half of the legend on the photograph and the other half on
the page of the passport.

7FAM 1386.4-2 Legend Wording

The wording of the legend machines used at Foreign Service posts reads:

PHOTOGRAPH ATTACHED
FOREIGN SERVICE
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA

7 FAM 1386.4-3 Legend Machine Ribbon

a. To the extent possible, consular legend ink should be uniform in color worldwide.
Posts use legend machine ribbons which are pre-inked in red on the left half and in blue on
the right half. The ribbon should produce a clear, legible impression.

b. When a legend ribbon has been used so much that the impression is no longer
clear or legible, post staff should remove it and insert a new ribbon in the legend machine.
The Department urges posts to requisition them from CA/EX/AG by telegram, allowing
sufficient time for delivery before the ribbon in use is worn out. A practical system is to
keep a new ribbon in reserve, and order a replacement as soon as the ribbon is changed.



7/ FAM 1387 SIGNING PASSPORTS

a. Passports are signed at the issuing office on the line provided on page 4. The
signing officer must be qualified and authorized to issue passports at the post. Sign the
passport before placing the seal of the issuing office on the photograph.

b. As a safety feature and for uniformity of appearance, use india ink for all signatures
and any handwritten entries which the office may have to place in the passport. Suitable
pens are available through normal sources of supply. Consult the area Regional Supply
Center catalog.

c. A parent, legal guardian, or person in loco parentis who has executed a passport on
behalf of a minor or person declared incompetent (see 7 FAM 1331.3) also must sign that
person’s passport.

7/ FAM 1388 USE OF RAISED SEAL IN
PASSPORTS

7FAM 1388.1 Seal of Issuing Office

After the photograph has been attached and the issuing officer has signed the
passport, impress the raised seal of the issuing office over the photograph (1 U.S.C. 114).
While the use of the mission seal is preferred, the consular service seal may be used when
the mission seal is not available for the purpose of sealing the passport.

7 FAM 1388.2 Seal on Rubber Stamped or Typed Entries

a. Impress the raised seal of the Foreign Service post taking action over the center of
entries made by rubber stamps used for time limitations, extensions, amendments, and so
forth, in which the action is completed by filling in dates or other data in the passport, and
by signing in the space provided. Also use the seal on endorsements placed in passports.

b. The raised seal is not required on printed endorsements complete in themselves or
completed by use of a date stamp, or on pre-printed endorsements. The raised seal is not
required on general travel restrictions entered in passports by use of rubber stamps, when
such stamped entries are complete in themselves.

NOTICE TO UNITED STATES CITIZENS BORN ABROAD REGARDING
PLACES OF BIRTH TO BE WRITTEN IN PASSPORTS

United States citizens born abroad may list the city or town, rather than
the country, of their birth in United States passports when there is an
objection to the country listing as established by the Department of State.
The city or town name to be designated will be the name at the date of the
passport applicant's birth, or the current name. The appropriate trans-
literation of the city or town name will be established by the Office of
the Geographer of the U.S. Department of State.

Passport applicants who opt for the city or town of birth designation
should be aware that they may encounter difficulties in traveling to, or
in obtaining visas for entry into, certain foreign countries. A foreign
country's Embassy or consulate may refuse to issue a visa that is required
to enter that country and the applicant will effectively be barred from
traveling to that country. An applicant who, having been denied a visa,
requests a replacement passport with the country listed as the place of
birth designation will be charged the normal issuance fee for the replace-
ment passport.

Passport applicants should also be aware that although a visa may not be
required to enter a particular country, the traveler must often show a
passport at the port of entry. Entry may be denied by border officials
based on the city or town designation in the passport. The U.S. Depart-
ment of State will not be in a position to facilitate entry in such cases.
The only service U.S. Embassies or consulates can provide will be issuance
of a replacement passport with the country listed as the place of birth
designation. The traveler will be charged the normal issuance fee for the
replacement passport.
